1 . USUN HAS OBTAINED COPY OF UNOFFICIAL PAPER, PREPARED BY 

OFFICE OF COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA, WHICH PROPOSES THAT 

COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA HOLD HEARINGS IN NEW YORK CONCERNING URANIUM IN 

NAMIBIA. STARTING SEPTEMBER 6. THIS PAPER HAS NO STATUS 

AS YET IN THE COUNCIL. THE COUNCIL S AUTHORITY TO HOLD 

SUCH HEARINGS IS FOUND IN OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 6. OF GENERAL 
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ASSEMBLY RES 31/148 WHICH AUTHORIZES THE COUNCIL TO HOLD HEARINGS 

ON THIS SUBJECT AND TO REPPORT ITS FINDINGS TO THE 32ND 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA IS EXPECTED TO DISCUSS THIS 

PROPOSAL DURING MEETING WITHIN NEXT FEW DAYS AND IS EXPECTED 

TO DEAL AT THAT TIME ESPECIALLY WITH THE QUESTION OF 

HOW REALISTIC IT IS TO PROPOSE HEARINGS STARTING 

SEPTEMBER 6. THE FACT THAT PROPOSAL IS EVEN BEING 
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CONSIDERED AT THIS LATE DATE INDICATES THAT THERE IS 
LAST-MINUTE CONCERN ON PART OF SOME MEMBERS OF COUNCIL 
FOR NAMIBIA THAT ITS MANDATE IN THIS REGARD BE CARRIED 
OUT PRIOR TO UPCOMING GA.
